But air in the accessible arteries 


or; veins -is one' thing, and air in 
the coronary or carotid arteries is 
a different matter, according to Dr. 
George Rukstinat, a pathologist, of 
Rush .Medical college. He 
found 


that an Injection of air Into the cor* 
onary artery of a dog, under ether 
anesthesia, brought death in a few 
minutes, even though artificial res- 
piration was maintained throughout 
the experiment. 
- 


.-The coronary arteries have noth- 
ing to do with coroners and coron- 
ers prefer to have nothing to .do 
with. them. They are the arteries 
that supply the heart wall Itself. 
The carotid arteries of course sup- 
ply the brain. - 


Dr. 'Rukstinat noted that none of 


the dogs showed signs of delayed 
air embolism such as that not bare- 
ly seen in women from the Intrau- 
terine injection of liquids with which 
some air Is accidentally 
mixed. 


Such persons may live for hours af- 
ter the Injection of the. air, and then 
die in convulsions and cyanosis (blue 
or livid appearance.) 


A patient's antrnm (maxillary sin- 


us) was being irrigated. At the com- 
pletion of the irrigation the patient 
fainted, became livid and died abrupt 
ly. At autopsy large bubbles of air 
were found in the right ventricle 
and there were other bubbles In the 
arteries to the brain. 


Another investigator in Europe 


W. Gunderraann, found that air in- 
jected Into the pulmonary veins' of 
a dog quickly produced death from 
coronary embolism. The pulmon- 
ary veins convey the air-purified 
blood from the lungs to the heart 
It has been suggested by various 


students that the sudden death of a 
swimmer following a .belly-splasher 
may be from coronary air embolism, 
the 'air being forced into tho pul- 
monary veins by the sudden violent 
increase in the pressure of the air in 
the lungs. 


A youth committed suicide in 


California recently by constricting his 
waist with a wide heavy girdle and 
then Inflating a football bladder "be- 
tween the girdle and his belly. I 
can't conceive how that could pro- 
duce death unless it was by coron- 
ary air embolism.

The reductions were made by the 


Stanolind Crude Oil Purchasing com- 
pany, subsidiary of the Standard Oil 
Company of Indiana, and were quick- 
ly followed by other companies. Th«y 
represent cuts of from ,22 to 40 cents 
a barrel from its former prices in 
Oklahoma and Kansas, while that 
company's Texas prices have been 
reduced about 12 cents a barrel in 
most fields.

Desperately he strives to pull his 
rival down. 


Jealousy is ulseaaed thinking. 


Healthy thinking shuts' that sort of 
feeling out and keeps Jt out. Healthy 
children 
are usually 
successful 


enough to hold their own where- 
ever they go. The jealous one Is 
usually afraid that he cannot hold 
his own without putting his rival 
out of the way. 


The idea of a rival is bad > as a 


start. Children should be taught that 
Wendly competition is good sport, 
but If It degenerates into personal 
and bitter rivalry, It is no longer 
sport, but mental unbalance. The 
irst sign of It should bo corrected 
and the child's mental attitudes set 
right and kept right. Easier said 
:han done* of course, but all child 
training hasjts difficulties. 


The home attitude Is often at the 


root of the trouble. The parent in 
an unguarded moment, in the full- 
ness of their parental pride, lets fall 
a remark that sets the child afire. 
:t is well to have the children strive 
Tor growth, well to have them eager 
and ambitious: It is deadly to foster 
ealousy and- antagonism and hate. 
Friendliness will carry a child far 
>n tho road to happiness. Carping, 
ealous criticism will end In failure 
and grave 
unhappiness.

•where praise is due,'is the better 
dea. Generous appreciation, hearty 
applause for another's success is 
ikely to hasten one's own.

cal state teachers' college. 


'The discoveries were made near 


Minnesota Point and off Bayfield, 
Wis., and followed drelging opera- 
tions, according to Mr. Merrill, who 
said the discovery is "of great im- 
portance." 


He said the discovery established 


positive proof that the level of LaUe 
Superior thousands of years ago 
was more than 54 f--* below the 
present established level. He added 
the peat was formerly dry land ana 
the lake level below it. He said it 
had been the belief that the land was 
higher than It is today and that Lake 
Superior empties through Lake Hur- 
on, in to the Nipissing jiver, in Can- 
ada, then into the Ottawa river and 
finally into the St. Lawrence. 


The discovery, Mr. Merrill said, 


will end a long controversy In which 
geologists In all parts of the coun- 
try have participated, over the ciues- 
tlon of whether Lake Superior ever 
has been lower than its present lev- 
el. It has been known that the lake 
once was higher than it is today, and 


that the boulevard at D-.luth marks 
the water line, but geologists have 
continued to doubt that the lake ev- 
er was lower. 


Frank Leverett, professor of ge- 


ology at the University of Michigan, 
who was the first to establish defi- 
nitely tliat the boul-vard In Duluth 
once was the source of Lake Super- 
ior, and Leonard R. Wilson, botany 
instructor at the University of Wis- 
consin, have taken up the peat dis- 
coveries and are investigating their 
importance, Mr. Merrill said.

is Julius Seifert. who says that he 
has never had a failure when he 
planted Grimm seed. He has usual 
ly gotten a good stand In the fa! 
from the seed of common alfalfa 
but has had trouble with the stand 
winterkilling. 


At one time Mr. Slefert bought 


by«hc! of Gr!"jii seed for ?25 an< 
raised good crops aix 
consecutive 


years from the planting. When he 
finally plowed the stand under the 
roots appeared to be In prime con 
dition, at least so nearly so that he 
had some difficulty in cutting the 
roots with his plow. 


One year Mr. Siefert planted one- 


half of a field with common eeet 
and the other with Grimm's seed 
and .said that the difference In fa- 
vor "of the Grimm1 afalfa could be 
noticed at a considerable distance 
from the field. 


Last fall. Mr. Slefert threshed 25 


bushels of alfalfa seed raised on his 
farm. He will have 25 acres of new 
and old seeding of alfalfa for hay 
next summer. Each day he is con- 
tinuing the top dressing of bis alf- 
alfa fields with barnyard 
manure 


fresh from his stables. In hauling 
the manure direct from the stables 
and spreading it on the fields, he 
loses very little of the liquid parts 
that are usually lost when manure 
ferments and rots in piles. 
The 


liquid part contains the nitrogen 
which is a very expensive and valu- 
able fertilizer. 
This nitrogen Is 


fixed In the manure by the snow 
and frosts when the 
manure is 


spread on the field. 


Save Nitrogen 


A large proportion of the nitro- 


gen may be saved by piling the 
manure in low open piles in the 
fields in winter provided that the 
piles freeze solid and do not begin 
fermenting or heating. When these 
small .piles thaw out in the spring, 
however, much of the nitrogen is 
lost under the piles and causes the 
grain to lodge where the piles stood. 


The manure pile in the farmyard 


all winter and* all summer Is a relic 
of pioneer days when farmers did 
not know the value of manure and 
considered only the cheapest meth- 
ods of getting rid of it. Because they 
found that If they left the manure 
in the yard for a year or more the 
work of hauling it away was re- 
duced one-half and so they adopted 
the practice that gave 
them the 


least work. Later years, however, 
when farmers discovered that man- 
ure was the best crop fertilizer they 
could use on their fields, and that 
a pile from nine months to a year 
old has lost 75 per cent of Its or- 
iginal fertilizing qualities, they be- 
gan hauling the manure directly 
from the stables to the fields and 
spreading and mixing it with the 
soil.

.While American currency is being 
cleverly.forged abroad, the crime of 
counterfeiting has been somewhat on 
the decline in the United States in 
recent years. George J. Mintzer, as- 
sistant United States attorney, of the 
criminal division of that office here, 
said this was due partly to the high 
efficiency of the secret service and 
partly to the growth of racketeering. 


The new forms of-theft and ex- 


tortion make,counterfeiting a rela- 
tively unsafe and unprofitable busi- 
ness," • said Mr. Mintzer.

Mr. Tracy has been a prominent 


figure* In city, county and state 
politics throughout almost his en- 
tire life. His first service. In a pub- 
lic capacity, was in 1882 when he 
was elected to the city council. He 
served on the body for'eight years 
and in 1890 was elected* to the state 
legislature. For four years he rep- 
reseated his district at 
Madison. 


Then he came back to Appleton, 
where in 1896 he was elected to the 
county board. Ho has« attended ses- 
sions of that body, as a representa- 


ratber smudgy Jobs which are easily 
detected.

"One 
significant thine stands 


out today as compared to the first 
years I served on the county board," 
Mr. Tracy said. "That la the ease 
with which resolution or bills, .per- 
taining to-almost any .matter, are 
put through, it adorned to me that 
when I was first elected 
to the 


county board we spent a much 
greater amount of time in consid- 
eration of every matter. 
I do not 


.'hink the present board* do much 
more business than we did in the old 
days, tut I think there Is greater 
evidence of the 
present-day ten- 


dency :o rush and hustle matters 
of every nature through to as hur- 
ried a finish as possible." 


Mr. Tracy said that when he first 


wast elected to the county board, 
that body was practically the same 
size It is today. Only .one or two 
supervisors have been added, by the 
incorporation of the village of Com- 
bined Locks and the splitting up of 
one or two of the towns. 


Two years ago the county board 


honored Mr. Tracy when the mem-, 
bers unveiled a large framed photo- 
graph of the veteran supervisor at 
one of the meetings.
